DEMOCRATS NAME 
GEORGE ‘BRENNAN 


Early Returns Show Boss 
of Party Leading by 
More Than Six to One. 
Entire Ticket Wins.

Chicago, Ill., 
Colonel Frank L. Smith, of 
Dwight, chairman of the re- 
publican state committee and 
the Illinois commerce commis- 
sion, will be the man to face 
George Brennan, democrat, in 
the election for the United 
States senate next fall, accord- 
ing to the decision of today’s 
primaries as indicated in incom- 
plete, but apparently decisive, 
returns. 

On a tabulation based on re- 


turns from 775 Cook county 
precincts and 280 down-state 
precincts, all scattering, Smith 
will carry the state against Sen- 
ator William B. McKinley by a 
majority approximating 175,- 


000. 
Brennan Has Big Lead. 

Returns from 1,258 _ precincts 
from the state, including Cook 
county, show the democratic boss 
in the lead about 6 to 1 over his 
two opponents. 

As Colonel Simith’s campaign all 
over the state was based on his 
opposition to the world court and 
he stated that Senator MeKinley was 
on trial for his vote in favor ,of this 
measure, the result is taken by 
Smith’s friends as a strong repudia- 
tion of the action of the administra- 
tion, 

The democratic vote was normal in 
Chicago and returns from the state 
are too scant to indicate what ef- 
fect the wet candidacy of Brennan 
has had in bringing out support for 
his candidacy. 

Early returns from the battle over 
Cook county officers placed the 
Crowe-Barrett candidates far in the 
lead over the Deneen ticket. 

Joseph P. Savage, Crowe-Barrett, is 
leading Daniel P. Trude, Dencen en- 
try, for county judce, by an average 


of 10 votes to a percinct in Chicago. 
If his present rate is maintained it 
would yield Savage a plurality in 
Chicago in excess of 270,000. This is 
the place over which the fighting has 
been fiercest because it carries con- 
trol of the election machinery.

Then bringing 15 specific indict- 
ments against the fascist leader, he 
declared that he had destroyed con- 
stitutional government in Italy; maz- 
zied the newspapers; in effect had 
abolished both houses of parliament 
and has established an “autocratic 
rule’ as complete as that of the bol- 
shevists in Russia. 

He argued that the United States 
should not undertake to make a set- 
tlement with such a government.

What helped him to be careful, he 
added, was the fact that when offi- 
cers present at the hotel on the night 
in question first submitted their writ- 
ten statements to General Butler the 
statements were handed back with the 
remark: 

“You boys know what is wanted. 
Now £0 back and write new state- 
ments.” 

“Do you mean to say,” asked the 
judge advocate, ‘ ‘that General Butler’s 
attitude or instructions led you to 
tell a lie in your statement?” 

No, there is no lie in my state- 


Called Crime. 

“Tt is little short of a crime,” he | 
said, “to give this vast sum of money 
to this Italian despot.” 

Senator McKellar‘s remarks about 
Premier Mussolini, his salary and the 
honorariums of the Italian royal 
family, drew protests from beth Sena- 
tors Copeland, democrat, New York, 
and Bingham, republican, Connecti- 
cut. 

“We ought to be very moderate in 
our statements here regarding a 
friendly power,” counseled ' Senator 
Copeland. 

Senator Bingham said that in view 
of the senate rule that discussion of 
American dealings with foreign pow- 
ers should be in executive session, he 
had considered moving for an execfi- 
tive session “so we might reecive the 
opinions of the senators without hav- 
ing them cabled all over the world.” 

Senator Copeland said that the 
compensation of Italian royalty was 
not the “enormous and_ exorbitant 
sum” mentioned by Senator McKel- 
lar, but that the king of Italy re- 
ceived $450,000 annually, the crown 
prince $120,000, other members of 
the family $80,000 and Premier Mus- 
solini $1,000 and $300 for honse rent.

Abolition of the department of op-

School Superintendent R. R. Ritchie, 
on charges of “inefficiency,” “czar- 
istic and arbitrary methocs,” and 17 
other complaints ‘Tuesday marked 
the regular April session of the board 
of education. The meeting was fea- 
tured by heated clashes of members 
and charges of “political plots and 
favoritism.” 

The resolution to abolish the de- 
partment was introduced by W. C. 
Slate, leader of a so-called economy 
group of the board, which has at- 
tacked Ritchie on grounds that he 
has failed ta. economize in expendi- 
ture of funds, The step was branded 
as a more in thé “interest of économy 


‘and efficiency,” afd was passed on 


roll call vote by a ballot of 7 to 5. 
N. F. Armstrong and C. 8S. Bolland, 
department heads, were ousted by the 
action of the board. 

Introduction of the resolution pre- 
cipitated a heated debate and a de- 
mand by Commissioner W. D. Hoff- 
man that charges against the depart- 
ment and Bolland, who bore the brunt 
of the attack, be made specific. Slate 
then charged that since inauguration 
of the department, schools had been 
in “worse shape than formerly,” and 
that aceording to information which 
had been furnished him “Bolland had 
been on a three-day drunk while he 
was supposed to have been on duty.” 

Bolland Resigned. 

Ritchie then informed the board 
that Bolland’s resignation had been 
accepted and that he no longer was 
connected with ‘the department. Wil- 
lis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
schools, appealed in vain to the board 
to “spare the department.” 

Commissioners D. M. Therrell and 
Mrs. Z. V. Peterson also appealed to 
the board in a futile effort to prevent 


abolition of the department. 

A bembshell was;dropped into the 
meeting when Aldine Chambers, at- 
torney for J. W. Fuller, former audi- 
tor in charge of the school payrolls 
but who was dismissed from service 
April 1 by Ritchie, aygnounced that

_ Miss Kemptot ‘Loses Motion. 

The house Tuesday afternoon re- 
fused té6 join the senate in holding 
an afternoon session, thus killing the 
motor bus bill and several others 
which had passed the senate. These 
nienasures, not having been read in 
the lower louse, cannot now be 
passed Before adjournment hour. 

While the senate recessed, await- 
ing decision of the house, members 
who wished to finish more business 
during the remaining hours of the ses- 
sion, put on a vigorous fight for an 
afternoon session. The faction op- 
posing the afternoon session, however, 
won out on their second motion for 
adjournment until Wednesday. ‘The 
first motion, made by Miss Kempton, 
representative from Fulton, was de- 
feated, 71 to 69, but a second mo- 
tion shortly afterwards. passed by S82 
to 66.

It was amended by Repre- 
sentative Hyman, of @ashington, pro- 
viding that the loan should be repaid 
out of the regularschool appropria- 
tion and the interest out of the gen- 
eral treasury.

Waghington, April 15.—(?)—Wet 
and dty arguments dinned upon Wash- 
ington today from early morning un- 
til late night, reverbrating through 
the halls of congress and uptown con- 
ventions and ending at a Jefferson day 
dinner. 

The wets started off the day’s bar- 
rage by ealling three additional wit- 
nesses before the senate liquor com- 
mittee to testify that moral conditions 
had grown worse under the Volstead 


act. 


The drys countered through the 
woman's national committee on law 


enforcement with a challenge to the 


American people to “uphold the con- 


stitution.” 


Both sides went into action again 
in the afternoon, with Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent delivering a broadside 
before the woman's committee against 
both violators and critics of the pro- 
hibition law, and Representative La- 
New York, in the 
house asserting that 330 cases of liq- 
uor held under court order at In- 
dianapolis, Ind., had disappeared. 

Meanwhile the senate civil service 
commission reported a bill to put pro- 
hibition agents under ‘civil. service. 

Ritchie Defends Stand.

Mother Would Take Youth 
Who Slew Son Into 


Her Home. 


Trenton, N. J., April 13.—*“I want 
my boy's aves freed. I will take 
him in as my own son, and give him 
a home.” 

Mrs. Sophie Niemec, a poor widow, 
unable to read or white English, has 
made this appeal to Governor Moore, 
of New Jersey. Her son, John, was 
shot and killed by another youth, 
Boleslaw Dumbeck, seven years ago. 
Dumbeck was. senteneed to life im- 
prisonment in 1919. 

It developed that Mrs. Niemec had 
interested herself in the slayer’s case 
four months ago. 

“I went down to prison to see him. 
I talked with him for a long time. 
This poor boy has suffered enough, 
and I want to get him out of prison 
if I can. I don't believe he intended 
to shoot my son. Seven years is a 


long time for the boy to have stayed 
in prison.” Thus Mrs. Niemec ap- 
pealed to the governor.

Herrin, Ill., April 13.—Quiet ' 
for more than a year as a result 
of a series of revival meetings 
which brought a temporary 
peace to its warring factions, 
Herrin is again in the throes of 
bloody rioting. 

Smouldering hatred between 
friends and enemies of the Ku 
Klux Klan was fanned into 
flame by Tuesday’s primary 
elections, and six men, four of 
them klansmen, were killed in 
the outbreaks which followed. 


Several others were wounded. 
Even the presence of state troops 
brought here in anticipation of 
election troubles failed to prevent 
bloodshed, once new warfare had 
been declared. 
Troops Ordered. 
Additional were ordered here 
followed closely on 
the heels of the first skirmish, which 
took place near a Masonic hall elec- 
tion booth in the fourth ward. 
Martial law will be declared as soon 
as sufficient troops arrive to make 
it effective.

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MY LIFE IN SPORTS

With this article, telling of his struggles as a lad “filled with ailments 
and sickness” to answer the mandates of his fighting blood, Charles Hoff 
| begins a series of twenty-four articles for The Constitution and the 


The articles begin with his boy- 


hood and will conclude with the latest and possibly the most remarkable 
developments of his career—his conquests in many. different track and 
field events during his present tour of the United States. 


Douglas Fairbanks has said of Hoff, 
“He is positively the greatest ail 
round athlete that ever lived.” Hoff's 
performances in the United States be- 
ginning February 4 when he broke the 
world’s record for the indoor pole 
vault at the Milrose Atbletic Club 
games in Madison Square Garden, fol- 
lowed by nine new records within 40 
days and a new world’s indoor record 
in the broad jump consiitute an un 


precedented spectacle in sports iis 


tory. 

Today Hoff tells of his first record 
breaking performances. 

I was born in Iredrikstad, a small 
town about 70 miles from the capital 
of Norway, in 1902, and I seemed to 
be predestined to become anything but 
an athlete. ‘The first years of my 
life were filled with ailments and sick- 
and if I had had a “life-plysi- 
cian” then I have been very 
poor advertising for him, 

When I was about seven years old 
we moved to the capital, and the bet- 
ter climate there worked wonders with 
me, Seemingly in no time I was play- 
ing with the other boys, though still 
unable to compete with them in 
strength and speed. 

I tried as well as I could. If one 
of the boys started balancing on the 
veranda railing on the second floor, L 
did the same thing on the fourth 
floor. I had the desire to compete 
even though I was handicapped in 
many ways. 

zave Parents Grey Hairs. 

Often my parents got grey hairs 
from my pranks, as when I walked 
barefoot on the ice in cold Norway, 
because the other boys kept stockings 
on, or when I came to father and told 
him that I had drunk double as much 
“tigerblood” as my friend Kristian, 
who had just received a quantity of 
this rather unknown drink. 

When I was 12 years old the com- 
plete change came. I had seen some 
men run half-naked through the 
streets of Oslo, and my friends told 
me they were cross country men; J] 
wanted to do the same thing. 

My physician forbade athletics for 
the reason that I was too weak. He 
said I should keep quiet for some 
vears and drink lots of cod-liver oil. 
I preferred running to drinking oll, 
and I can never be thankful enough 
to my father for thinking the same as 
I: he allowed me to become a member 
of a sport club for boys, on the one 
condition that I stick to sprinting. 

I started running in the afternoons 
about 3 v’clock, as soon as school was 
over, and kept on running till about 
S or 9 ‘elock in the evening every

day; I was never beaten. My father 
became more and tnore interested, or 
rather looked more and more like a 
living question mark, as I went on 
winning competitions. As he himself 
had been an . excellent athlete, he 
started to guide my training very 
carefully. 

At 16 years came my first real 
record-breaking, though. Three times 
that year I beat the Norwegian rec- 
ord for 1,000 meters for boys, and 
the next year the 1,500 meter record 
went the same way. 

My father often had difficulties in 
leading my training, because I was 
interested in so many different 
branches of sports. 

Excelled at Many Sports. 


In skating I made times so good 
that my father décided I was to 
specialize in that. but that was not 
to be. At 15 I had already jumped 
116 feet on skis an! later became a 
good cross-country runner on. skis. 
A year later I was for the first time 
in the boxing ring, in a senior fight 
at bantamweight. In the first round 
I was all right; in the ‘ond I was 
knocked down, but got up at nine and 
fought through the rest to lose op 
points. : 

I lost, but the best boxing instrue- 
tor in Norway had seen me and want- 
ed to teach me boxing. I went on 
boxing, but never took the thing seri- 
ously, and finally decided to give it 
up for athletics. Mother was glad, 
she always hated my boxing. 

In 1920, the best coach in the 
world, the Swede, William Kreigs- 
man, came to Norway as coach, I was 
then 18 years old, and from the mo- 
ment he started coaching me 1 was 
saved for athletics. IL had had an- 
other trainer before, a Norwegian, 
Hellum, but he did not eompare to 
Kreigsman. CHARLES HOFF.

CARE OF LINOLEUM 
IS EMPHASIZED 
BY NOTED EXPERT 


BY CHRISTINE DOYE. 


Now that architects are using lino- 
leum floors in so many of the new 
houses they are bulding, the proper 
care of this smart new flooring has 


become a very live question to many 
housewives, : 
_ As Gladys Beckett Jones says, writ- 
ing in Modern Priscilla, “‘The initial 
care of linoleum is extremely im- 
portant. After the linoleum is laid 
it should have a thorough scrubbing 
with lukewarm water and _ neutral 
Soap. using a soft cloth or brush. 

“If the house is new there may he 
some paint spots that do not yield 
‘to soap and water, so for these use a 
generous piece of fine steel wool: as 
you use if, protect your hands from 
the sharp ends of the wool by holding 
it in a pad of newspaper. 

“When the floor is clean and dry 
rub a generous coating of paste wax 
into the linoleum and when you are 
sure you have rubbed enough, rub 
some more—give the linoleum al] of 
the paste wax that it will take. for 
you want the wax to take the wear. 
not the linoleum. You are fortunate 
if you have one of the electrical or 
hand mechanical floor waxers to do 
this for you, but if these are not 
available a weighted brush is satis- 
factory. Follow this with a light 
coating of liquid wax, put on with 
a regular waxer, or with a handled 
pad of soft cloth. You now have a 
surface that grease and water cannot 
penetrate and that will need but a 
minimum of daily care. 

“Sweep the floor as often as it is 
needed—at least every day—with a 
hair brush and go over it with a dust 
mop to take up surface dust. When 
yon have a spill wipe it up immedi- 
ately and with this care you will 
need to thoroughly clean the floor only 
once in two weeks if it has had serv- 
ice. When the special cleaning is 
necessary use a2 mop and soap suds 
madefrom neutral soap*(with just as 
little water as possible), and when it 
is dry give it a coating of liquid wax. 
The paste wax will have to be re- 
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newed abgut once in six months,” |
